Why does a BYU coed rise at 4 a.m. to hurriedly 
dress, grab a glass of juice and sit, cramped in a car 
with seven other people for an hour? Then she arrives 
at a crowded Temple Square, only to stand in a line for 
four and a half more hours. Finally the treasured prize 
is in sight, a stuffy, people-packed tabernacle, she sits 
for two more hours and repeats the whole process again 
the next day. 

Or what makes the 18-year-old student in London 
work to earn and save money for a year, to travel half 
way across the world and stand in that same line to see 
the face of a man he has only read about before? 

The answers are as varied as the throngs of people 
who swarm Temple Square for Conference weekend. 


First Conference 


For Janet Longely the thrill of her first conference 
woke her at 4.a.m., anxious for the day to begin. Having 
stood in line since 6:15 a.m., she and her friends, Diane 
Murphy and Janet Troy, take it in their stride. : 

“We've prayed all morning that we'll get in so we 
will!’ says Miss Longely confidently. “Faith precedes 
the miracle!” interjects Diane. While: Janet Troy 
laughs and comments, “Standing in line at BYU has 
prepared us for this. We feel sorry for those poor people 
who aren’t used to standing in line.” 

Jan Larsen, daughter of Elder Dean Larsen, “gave 
up her privileges to come with us,” says her Sunday 
School teacher, Jim Snow. As a General Authority's 
daughter Jan, a pert blonde, is allowed to sit in a 
special section. Her Sunday School coming as a class 
project was something that Jan couldn’t pass up.

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the last days in his talk. f 

“The closing of the tragic cycle by the coming of the 
foreboding calamities can be averted if the inhabitants 
of earth will repent, believe and have faith in God as 
our Heavenly Father, in His Son Jesus Christ as our 
redeemer, and will conform to their teachings,” he said. 

Only in this manner can the tragic cycle which 
caused the downfall of so many civilizations be averted, 
according to President Romney. 

The work of Joseph Smith and the divinity of the 
Book of Mormon was the subject of Elder Mark E. 
Peterson’s conference talk Saturday morning. 

“Joseph was the instrument through whom the true 
Church and Kingdom of God were again restored to 
earth,” Elder Peterson said. ‘“‘He brought forth the 
Book of Mormon which he translated by the gift and 
power of God.” 

_ Other General Authorities testified of similar sub- 
jects. : 

Elder Paul H. Dunn of the First Quorum of the 
Seventy stressed that although many people ask 
“When will I get there” and “How long will it take” 
while transversing the journey of life, they fail to realize 
that they have “‘been there all along, that life does not 
offer anything sweeter than the love of loved ones and 
the sharing of time together.” : 

“God grant us the wisdom to know that life is a great 
journey, and may we have the sense to enjoy it,” Elder 
Dunn said. / 

Members of the Church heard Sunday from General 
Authorities concerning subjects ranging from a father’s 
responsibility to spiritual light. 

President N. Eldon Tanner, speaking Sunday morn- 
ing, talked about the light of God and its influence in 
the lives of members of the church. 

“Every individual has the right and can have the 
light of Christ in his life as an abiding influence,” 
President Tanner said. « 

“We have a prophet of God upon the Earth today 
through whom God speaks to man just as he did in for- 
mer days, and_as we accept his counsel, we will receive 
further light and knowledge,” he said. 

“Parents have a particular responsibility to teach 


their children the importance of following the light and — 


avoiding the darkness. This applies to both their 
spiritual and physical surroundings. It is a fact that 
most evil is perpetrated under cover of darkness,” 


- President Tanner said. 


“Our sons and daughters should know that they are 
actually spirit children of God, and that He loves them 
and wants them to succeed and be happy,”’ he added. 

Speaking in the same session, Elder Boyd K. Packer 
of the Council of the Twelve spoke about keeping one’s 
mind clear and clean. ‘: ;

The remarks of Elder David B. Haight of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles Sunday were directed 
to the young women of the church. : 

Young women have a responsibility to make sure the 
men they are dating make themselves worthy to serve 
the Lord on missions, according to Elder Haight. 

“JT challenge you young women of the Church who 
associate with and date our young priesthood bearers to 


-— become real guardians of their morality,” Elder Haight 


said. 

“On a date you can set the proper atmosphere to en- 
courage your companion to honor the commandments 
of God,” he added. : 

“You need not dress in the fashion of the world. The 
day will come when the world will dress after the way of 
the Church. Your influence with young men is impor- 
tant. You encourage Church standards and dress and 
conduct,” he said. 


He said couples should avoid dangerous situations at 
night or when spending “too much” time together. 

“There is a lurking power of emotion that can 
override intellect. Permissiveness never produced 
greatness,”’ he said. 


Speaking in the Sunday afternoon session, Elder L. 
Tom Perry of the Quorum of the Twelve stressed the 
responsibilities of fathers in the Lord’s plans. 

“T stand before you today to accuse many of the hus- 
bands and fathers who are within the sound of my voice 
and throughout the world of failing in their two major 
God-given responsibilities,’ Elder Perry said. 

According to Elder Perry, the two responsibilities are 
those of being a good husband and father. 

“Divorce, infidelity, dishonesty, the use of drugs, 
deterioration of family life, loss of idenity, insecurity 
and unhappiness have resulted from your lack of 
leadership in the home,” he stressed. 


Priesthood holders in over 1,241 separate locations 
including the Marriott Center heard the direct wire 
broadcast of the Priesthood session of General Con- 
ference Saturday night. 


There, they heard President Kimball. stress 
forgiveness and love for all men and races. 


He told of a young man, while, during a truce, 
walked across a “‘no man’s land” and asked if there was 
a Mormon elder in the enemy lines. One was, and they 
returned to the first soldier’s- side, where they ad- 
ministered to a wounded soldier. 

“All men should be able to forgive in their quest for 
perfection,’ President Kimball said. _ 

‘“‘We must learn to forgive to be forgiven,” he added. 

“The Lord never promised an easy road or a simple 
Gospel,” he said. “The world is still beautiful. It is man

Johnny Whitaker adjusts to Y lifestyle

How many 17-year-olds do you know who could use a 
personal secretary just to handle their phone calls? 

BYU has another celebrity on campus. On the sur- 
face, he is like any other freshman. You may, however, 
do a double-take if you happen to cross paths with John 
Orson Whitaker, Jr. 

Better known as Johnny Whitaker, Jody Davis or 
Tom Sawyer, the cute, curly-haired child star of the 
60’s has grown up. 

Johnny has always wanted to attend BYU, not only 
because he is LDS, but also because of BYU’s im- 
pressive academic record. Now that he has started 
classes, he thinks the ““Y” is a “‘super neat place to 
study.” 14 

Johnny enjoys the recognition he receives on campus. 
In particular, he likes dinner invitations from girls in 
the Heritage Halls or off-campus for “good old home 
cooking.” 

He doesn’t, however, enjoy it when people approach 
him and say, “Hi, do you remember me?” He wishes he 
could know everyone who knows him, but sometimes 
girls expect him to remember them from a visit to their 
stake four years ago. He says he never forgets a face, 
but is so terrible with names that once he even forgot 
his girl friend’s. 

Johnny has experienced many of the typical 
freshman hassles, and his run-in with dress standards 
was a rather embarrassing introduction to college life. 
He had’ his hair cut a week before he left home, but 
because of the long ines at the Marriott Center, was 
unable to have his activity. card picture taken until 
almost two and one-half weeks later. Before he got to 
the camera, he was led gently to one side and asked if 
he knew about BYU standards. Johnny says his hair 
grows quickly, but “I didn’t think it was really all that 
long.” 

He disappeared into the men’s room and desperately 
tried to comb the red curls behind his ears, not a par- 
ticularly easy task with his hair style. When he felt he 
had done all he could, he went back to the 
photographer who seemed satisfied and, in fact, snap- 
ped a few extra souvenir pictures for nieces and 
nephews. 

Fan letters and gifts arrive frequently at his room in 
Deseret Towers. Three flowers arrived Wednesday with

a note which read “We’re sorry to hear about your five 
tests today. Our thoughts are with you. Deepest 
regrets.” 


He has also received two letters on fancy stationery 
from the ‘“‘Pink Fox,” an anonymous admirer who signs 
off with a big kiss. 

A humanities major, Johnny says movie acting will 
always be his main livelihood, but diplomatic relations 
will probably be a sideline. He is concerned with the 
importance of meaningful communication and his per- 


sonal philosophy emphasizes “‘understanding with the 


heart as well as the mind.” 

“Tn order for the Lord’s work to come about, we have 
to communicate with everybody,’ says Johnny. 
“Knowing the church is world-wide is what gets me 
really excited.” 

Johnny feels the media is one of the greatest tools the 
Lord can use. He believes it is through the media that 
the church is really going to grow since everyone 
watches TV or goes to the movies. 

He loves languages and is “‘fairly’”’ fluent in French, 
Spanish and sign language. His background in French 


comes from the opportunity he had to speak the 


language every day on the set of “Napoleon and 
Samantha,” together with further study in junior and 
high school. His father, a returned missionary from 
Uruguay, taught all his children Spanish at a very early 
age. Johnny is the fifth child in a family of five girls and 
three boys. ; 

He doesn’t have any formal training in the language 
of the deaf, but often sits in front of the Marriott Cen- 
ter with deaf friends at forum assemblies where he is 
encouraged to learn more signs. 

A minor in theatrical arts and cinematography is 
what Johnny would like, but he plans on taking his 
graduate degree in France or somewhere where he can 
learn European styles of film and incorporate them into 
his own feelings about the art. 

During his first freshman semester, Johnny is carry- 
ing 18-1/2 credit hours with classes in math, French, 
photography, physics, modern dance, health, business 
management and Doctrine & Covenants. He studies 
anywhere from five to 10 hours daily, not counting class 
time. 

Has his acting career interfered with schooling? Ac- 
tually, it has been a help, says Johnny. Under Califor- 
nia law, anyone under 18 and working must have three 


hours of schooling every day. During the 20-minute 
breaks between sets, Johnny works with a tutor on 
either a one-to-one or two-to-one basis (as was the case 
when he worked with Anissa “Buffy” Jones on Family 
Affair.) 

“You have to be able to concentrate solidly on one 
subject for a short period. of time and understand what 
you are talking about, and then go back out and do 
something else,” he says. : 

However, many acting assignments took place dur- 
ing summer vacations; so Johnny was able to attend a 
regular junior high and high school. 

Johnny was ‘‘discovered”’ while singing “I am a Child 
of God” in a Primary program at a Sacrament meeting 
in San Fernando, Cal. A woman who recognized his 
talent approached Johnny’s mother and suggested she 
take her son to an agent. Mrs. Whitaker replied that 
she didn’t want to ruin her child, but decided to make 
an appointment so it could never be said he didn’t have 
the chance. 

Johnny had that interview on Hollywood Boulevard 
and landed his first job as a 3-year-old car salesman for 
OK Used Cars. Since that time, he has appeared in 
several commercials, including audio and_ visual 
productions for the church. His television appearances 
have included spots on “Slattery’s People,” “A Day in 
Court” and “Divorce Court.” He was also a regular on 
“General Hospital’’ for a year and a half. 


Church responsibilities account for some of Johnny’s 
spare time. He is second counselor in his branch Sun- 
day School. He has been a member of the church all his 
life, but admits to being truly converted only a couple 
of years ago. 

“The last two years, I’ve gone through the worst 
times in my life — spiritually,” he says. He has had 
several offers to do movies he knows he shouldn’t or 
won’t do because of conflicts with church standards. 

Johnny would like to serve a two-year mission for the 
church in Russia and will study Russian next semester 
if he is on campus. There is a strong possibility he will 
begin work in January on “State Tournament,” a 
movie about high school basketball, which would take 
him away from Provo. 

He says when the time comes, he will be ready to go 
on a mission. However, if he is working in movies that 
are in good taste or would reflect favorably on the

In Thailand, the man acts as the front leg in society. 
The woman is considered to be the supporter, or back 
leg. Trying to secure firmer footage on higher ground is 
BYU graduate student Natha Fungladda, 23, from 
Bangkok, Thailand. 

Natha came to America a year ago with some of the 
same dreams and ideals which inspired the early set- 
tlers: freedom and individuality. As she speaks about 
freedom, her face glows. Not freedom in a political 
sense, but freedom as an individual. 

Young people in Thailand are directly ordered to 
obey all instructions from their elders and are not free 
to think for themselves as Americans are. 

“In my country, we have a saying,” quotes Natha, 
“Older people take a bath in warm water, before us.” 
Older people are supposed to know more because they 
have experienced life, she explains. Young people in 
Thailand are directly ordered to obey all instructions 
from their elders. 

“In the United States everyone seems equal,” says 
Natha, “but in my country, for example, if an older 
person sits on the floor, so must you. Otherwise, you 
would be sitting in a more elevated position than they 
are.” Thais are taught everything step-by-step, ac- 
cording to their age. The words of elders are strictly 
adhered to. 
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Though Natha enjoys the freedom from her elders, 
she still clings to the lessons they taught her. Children 
are totally supported by their parents till schooling is 
complete or they are married. In return, the children 
care for their parents during illness and old age. The 
abundance of nursing homes in America perplexes 
Natha. 

In her quest for freedom, Natha has also learned to 
be an individual. Here to pursue a masters degree in 
botany, she hopes to work in ecological research upon 
graduation. Natha’s American education will be of 
great value in Thailand, where most women are not 
given an opportunity for a college education. Once 
graduated from high school, they are expected to marry 
and stay at home. Thai women who do continue their 
studies have a more difficult time finding a suitable 
marriage partner, for Thai men do not like their women 
to be more educated than they are, fearing it threatens 
the household. 

Because higher education among Thai women is so 
uncommon, America has become the land of oppor- 
tunity for Natha. Her native country does not have 
enough good graduate schools nor is it technologically 
advanced in the various science fields. Natha hopes to 
gain fluency in English, an asset in the Thai job 
market, during her BYU studies. 

But learning American usage of the English language 
hasn’t been easy for Natha. Though she is becoming ac- 
customed to American speech patterns, Natha says she 


could not understand people at first because they spoke — 


“too fast.” Natha also notes that American slang can 
sometimes be quite confusing. 

Natha tape records every class lecture she attends. 
Though she may understand the professor, she does not 
have enough time to translate words from Englsh to 
Thai and write them in her notebook. She says she fre- 
quently thinks in Thai while speaking English. 

The biggest adjustment for Natha has been in ex- 
pressing sincerity. In Thailand, people are extremely 
conscious of insulting others, especially older people. 
People tend to tell others what they want to hear. In the 
United States, Natha observes, people are more direct. 
If they do not want to go to the movies, they decline the 
invitation, and no insult is taken. 

She is still uncomfortable in American dating situa- 
tions. In her native country, young people are escorted 
by a relative on dates, which usually take place during 
the daytime; night life is reserved for married couples.

He then proceeds to define what the Lord meant 
when he said “herb ” and “fruit,” with the aid of the 
dictionary. He then further clarifies the issue with the 
following paragraph: 


“To be more pronounced about the matter in discus- 
sion: He (the Lord) had allowed for certain plants to be 
used as medicine in the constitution and nature of 
man.
